tion and hygiene in

ft, is estimated by best authorities 


..that three out of every four children 
in the country are suffering from some 
physical defect which might be [ire- 
vented or corrected. 


The U. H. government, has sent, to tho 


Hchool.H, for each classroom, charts for 
the record of the weight of the chil- 
dren, which is to be done monthly if 
•possible. 


It has been impossible for me, oa 


Hehool nurse of such a largo territory, 
to weigh all tho children..,But in tho 
smaller schools this has befln'done. 
. Out of 413 school children -weighed 
in tho Covina school district last month 
Ii54 were found to bo below normal. 
This is an interesting but sad discov- 
ery. 


The point now is: to find the cause 


of the underweight, and to try to rem- 
edy it. 
There can bo several causes: 


adenoids, enlarged tonsils, which, as is 
well known, retards the child physi- 
cally and mentally.

tite, resulting in malnutrition. iJr-rny- 
ed nrid deficient teeth hinders tho child 
from thoroughly masticating its food.

fresh 
air 
while, 


sleeping niid exercising, lack of clean- 
liness and proper clothing, or two much 
clothing are harmful. 
Anyone or n i l 


of these apparently simple causes may 
result in physical disorders for the 
child. 


At the recent physical demonstration 


given here by I'rof. .7. B. Nash, he 
sjioke of the need of personal hygiene 
being driven home. 


That, 
with 
regulating 
the child's 


meals so that, he may obtain those 
foods which are of the most nutritive 
value, will help to bring the child tip 
to his normal weight. 
• 


It is to bo regretter that at none of 


the schools in this district is n child 
able to obtain a hot dish or a cup of 
milk or cocoa for his lunch, and for 
that reason the school lunches must be 
packed with more thought of the food 
value. A child can not do good mental 
work unless he is properly fed.

The to- 
bacco trust had not come into existancc 
fifty years ago and there was Hen 
House Navy, and the Jamb of the 
Fence, and Native Twist, but one out- 
fit put out a vile black-looking truck 
that very much resembled the present 
product. 


Tho "boughten" product was usu- 


ally easier to manage than the home 
brand, and the boy that carried his in 
that form tvas away up in O. 


Tho boys ^vould gather at the pool 


at the river and Chas. would give them 
all a chew to see them got sick. It. was 
great sport for him, and I have seen 
as many as five laid out at one time. 
He called it "being a mnn," and 
there' was a bunch of mighty sick boys 
trying to "be a man."

a misconstruing of Its name. This Is 
not primarily witch but wych, which 
had some relation to a salt spring or 
dairy house, and was sometimes spell- 
ed wick."

report of the work of mobilizing the
